Over a Century Old, 


Thomas Jefferson McKinley, perhaps 


the oldest man in New England, died at 
his home in Great Harrington Monday 
morning. 
The old man had gathered 


quite a competence for 
an 
illiterate 


colored man, leaving two unencumbered 
houses and lots and about $600 in cash. 
He claimed that he was born in 1785. 
He 


was a slave till the time of the war, when 
he entered the Union lines and became at- 
tached to the 49th Massachusetts regiment 
at Port Hudson. He came north in 1863 and 
had since lived in Great Harrington. 


One of the most exciting spectacles 


which has occurred on Main street for 
some time past was witnessed this morn- 
ing by the crowds ot shoppers, and also a 
daring act of bravery was seen in connec- 
tion with the incident. 


With al. the frequent runaways that 


have become almost daily occurrences on 
the principal streets of this city, probably 
none have caused nore real terror than 
the one which happened this morning 
and which terminated without a fatality 
through the titnely and courageous inter- 
vention of George L. Parker, a talesman 
in C. H. Mather's store, formerly Sperry 
& Co. 


About 10.45 o'clock the attention of the 


people on Main street, and in the stores, 
was attracted by the suouts of warning 
coming from the direction of Monument 
square and those who looked up the 
street witnessed a sight which filled the 
bravest hearts with terror. A large man 
was sitting on the elevated seat of a 
truck wagon holding in either arm a 
small child. The large horse was plunging 
madly along unmindful of everything; end 
but little hindered by the truck wagon, 
loaded with furniture, to which it was at- 
tached. 


Without a check of any kind the power- 


ful animal had run at full speed from op- 
posite Sheriff' Frink's residence on East 
Main street. The man with the children 
in his arms was as helpless as either of 
the two and his face was whitened with 
fear and set with determination. 


Men rushed into the street, trying in 


vain to stop the frightened animal by 
shouts and a waving of hands. 
Whon 


the corner of Main and State streets was 
reached the 
fear-hushed 
crowd 
ex- 


pected to see the runaway end in terrible 
injury to some one of the three on the 
team and when the jiorse turned down 
State street without mishap a sigh of 
temporary relief escaped from every lip. 


Mr. Parker, in Mather's store, saw the 


predicament of the man on the wagon and 
with commendable promptness and brav- 
ery rushed to the horse's head, caught a 
rein, causing (he tired animal to turn 
aside and falter. A collision with a do- 
livery wagon of M. V. N. Braman's re- 
sulted in a crushed wheel and caused the 
runaway to come to a standstill. 


The man en the seat climbed down 


without delay and the expression on his 
face spoke his thanks more eloquently 
than chosen words could have done, lie 
gave his name as William Trudeau. lie 
was moving his family effects from East 
Main street to State street. 
The team 


was in charge of Joseph Pogcau, who by 
the sudden starting of the horse was 
thrown oft' near Sheriff' Frink's house. 
The animal is one of the pair which ran 
away on Main street last week.

NEW YORK'S FINANCES. 


Annual Report of State Comptrollei 


James A. Robortt. 


Albany, Dec. 22.—The financial con- 


dition of the state treasury is a source 
of great satisfaction to state comptroi 
ler James A. Roberts. 
He finds on 


balancing his books for fiscal year 
September 30, 189S, that there is a bal- 
ance in the state treasury of 84,930,046. 
This completes the third year of Comp 
trailer Roberts' term and It is the first 
year since he has served as comptroller 
that he has not been compelled to bor- 
row money to pay the expenses of the 
«tate government from October 1 to 
*he following February each year, 
when the taxes under the annual levy 
pour into the state treasury. Last year 
be borrowed J3,500,000 and the year 
before 81,800,000. The ample surplus 
in the treasury at present will enable 
the comptroller to carry the state 
government along without borrowing 
a dollar until the 811,751,837 which is 
to be raised under the annual tax levy 
provided for by the last legislature, is 
received by the state treasurer in the 
spring.

1, 1895, by $3,518,961.

A flood of rumors relative 
to other b^rikn acd business firms add- 
ed to tiio ijtcr.-se nerxousucs* v/hioh 
pervaded all cJo-^es of people long af- 
ter busiaess hour!, and t!ie close of the 
coiyts. The banki which were closed 
follow: National Bank of Jilinois, capi- 
tal 61,000,000; labilities, 813.000,000. 
E. S. Dreycr £- Co., bankers, mort- 
f;ag-8 brokers and 1'eal estate dealers, 
liabilitici, 51,500,000; estimated value 
of assets,. Si,C50.0l)0. Wusmausdorf A

Ileassuri'jg actioa was t*tkon UL a large- 
ly attended meeting at the clearing 
house association, wliieli v/ashcld after 
opiikin;^1 hours yesterday afternoon. 
The following re:>oiutioj, offered by 
ex-comptroller of the fcurrcacy, E. S. 
Lacej-. prusidunt of the Bankers Na.- 
tioiic'il batik, wat. unaniir<ous.ly adopt. 4: 
"That the cledrirj; house committee, 
after callinj,- to tueir aid tucli other 


persons as they may desire, be re- 
quested to formulate a plan which will 
enable creditors of the National Bank 
of Illinois to avail themselves of the 
offer of the associated banks to make 
advances by way of loans to said credi- 
tors to the extent of 75 per cent, upon 
properly proven claims." 'The chair- 
man of the clearing house committee 
Etat«d that the readiness of bankers to 
do this was so evident that it was not 
probable any formal organization to 
accomplish the object set forth in the 
resolution would be necessary a) though 
the eomuittee appointed will give 
prompt attention to the duty imposed 
on them. William F. Dummer, presi- 
dent of the association Rnd vice-presi- 
dent of the Northwestern National 
bank, read the following telegram 
which he had received from Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency Eckels, dated 
Washing-ton: "I hare appointed Bank 
Examiner McKeen temporary receiver 
of the National flank of Illinois and I 
instructed him to publish notice to 
creditors to prove claims. He informs 
me that the clearing1 house committee 
will advance 75 per cent, on evidence 
of claims. Notice will be published 
at once, and if claims are proven imme- 
diately J shall within thirty days be 
able to pay a very considerable divi- 
dend. 1 appreciate the action of the 
clearing house in offering1 to advance 
on such certificates." 


The decision of the clearing- house 


committee to refuse clearing privi- 
leges to 
the National Bank of 


Illinois, and also to rofnso funds by 
which the bank could hare gone into 
voluntary liquidation was chiefly due 
to the astounding1 discovery that the 
bank had loaned 53, 400,000 to the 
Calumet Electric Street Railway com- 
pany on its bonds aa solo security. 
This loan exceeded the bank's capital 
pnd surplus. Another tccount, which
